37 Per ¢ent on All Kinds of Wool, 
While-in Merinos There Has Been «4 
Drop of 40 Per Cent=R pid Progress on 
New Congressional Library, Known as 
“Government Feundling Asylum.“ 


Wasuneron, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special.J— | 


Since President Harrison left the White 
House there has been a decline of over 37 
per cent on all kinds of wool, while in fine or 
merino wool, which constitute the bulk of 


the American clip, it has exceeded 40 per 


cent. Although woolen goods are advancing 
in Europe, American wools are going down at 
a time when our mills are the busiest woolen 
mille in the wor d, for they have free raw ma- 
terial and the McKinley law protection until 
Jan. 1, 1895. These are unassailable facts 
and there seems to be a determined disposi- 
tion to declare the price of wool is advancing, 
when, in point of fact, it is declining. Sen- 
ator Voorhees and Representative Bynum of 
Indiana’ and Franklin MacVeagh of Lilinois 
as well as other prominent Denfocrats are 
making these statements, which the facts in 
the case do not warrant. According to data 
received by the Republican Congressional 
committee the wool market is dull and prices 
are easy and in the buyer’s favor. Sellers, 
in their efforts to recover the trade of 
those American mills that since the passage 
of the free wool bill has been transferred to 
foreign wool tmarkets, have offered conces- 
sions on the domestic staple, and a decline of 
from 10 to 16 per cent on the fine or merino 
grades has taken place since the passage of 
the free wool bill without having greatiy in- 
creased the demand. A contrast between 
busy woolen.mills and a dull wool market, 
with fal. ing prices, is one of the first fruits 
of the repeal of the duty on wool. Many 
manufacturers who; previous to the putting 
of wool on the free list, were using American 
wool exclusively are now using foreign. Oth- 
ers are now using foreign wools to mix with 
domestics who heretofore were using the lat- 
ter exclusively, so the promised increased 
use of domestic woo! for mixing purposes has 
not been fulfilied, but the latter has been so 
far displaced by the use of foreign that con- 
cessions in prices have been necessary on some 
grades to piace them on even terms with for- 
eign. Under the free wool bill the only de- 
clining markets in the world are in the United 
States and the advancing markets are foreign 
markets. Domestic wools have declined ata 
time when the American mills are the only 
mills in the world that are really crowded 
with orders. :

In regard to the Congressional 
Library itself Gen. Thomas L. Casey, Chief 
of Engineers, says: ** During the present win- 
ter it is expected the iron and steel work for 
the roofs of the north, south, and two west 
curtains, and also of the west main pavilion 
will be completed, inctuding the skylights. 
The iron work of the corner pavilions and 
east main roofs, the preparation of cut 
granite, interior marbie finish for nearly all 
of the corridors and main hails, marbie decks 
and shelves for book stacks, iron stairs for 
the four stair towers, rotunda stair wells 
and east main pavilion, cast-iron frames 
and trims of openings. . and the 
hanging and glazing of window sashes will be 
in continuous progress. By the close of the 
year, Ded. 1, 1894, it is expected all the 
masonry of the building, excepting the ap- 
proaches, all roofs and’ skylights, all interior 
iron work of trims, casings, and stairs, the 
sashes and glazing, book stack cecks, and

QUESTIONS IN THE NEW TARIFF aCT. 


New York Appraisers Consult the Wash- 
ing on Authorities on Duties, : 

_ Wasmuueron, D. C., Oct. 4.—Thad Sharrett, 
a miember of the New York Board of General 
Customs Appraisers, was at the Treasury De- 
‘partment today in conference with py’ Bone 
Secretary Hamlin regarding several im- 
portant questions connected with the admin- 
istration of the new tariff act. One question 
under discussion was whether the entire 
woolen schedule of the new act, which in- 
cludes camel hair, ete., goes into effect Jan. 
1, 1895, or only those parts which relate to 
articles of which the component of chief 
value is wool. The Board of Appraisers 
has decided the entire schedule goes into op- 
eration Jan. 1, but whether the department 
will adopt that rulmg and so instruct col- 
lectors is yet undeciied, Another question 
of great importance discussed was what 
should constitute,the value for duty purposes 
of beet sugar imported from Germany. The 
local appraiser at New York decided the value 
for duty purposes should be the local market 
value, added to the bonus 
on beet sugar for export. question is an 
important one, as it would materially in- 
crease the cost of the beet sugar impor ted 
from Germany and would likely greatiy re- 
duce the im portations.

Some of the men 
who will face the targets at Fort Sheridan 
will plunk bull’s eye after bull’s eye and will 
ridd e lay figures so full of holes that Lake 
Michigan will show through over the edge of 
the biuff. In years past it has been the cus- 
tom for civilians to offer prizes in addition to 
those given by the government. This year 
the men will shoot for Uncle Sam’s medals

only. The strong feeling of rivalgy between 
the departments, however, is spur enough to 
make the contestants do their best. The in- 
fantrymen shout against their fellows and the 
cavairymen against theirs.

The skirmish runs will be particularly in- 
teresting on account of the presence, shoot. 
ing, of several of the world’s best shots. 
Sergt. T. O’Rourke of mies ag 4 G, Fifteenth 
Infancry, is to compete. e has a skirmish 
record unequaled in all the armies of ‘the 
world. O’Rourke’s target made at a skir- 
mish run recently ie reproduced in this col- 
umn. The target wil be printed on the first 
page of the army competition program. It 
represente a soldier prone and in act of 
nn is a black paper target and shows 
the shoviders, arms, and head of a man above 
the grass. O' Rourke started hia skirmish 
run at 600 yards distance with forty car- 
tridges in his belt. His run was towards the 


target. 
O’Reurke’s Great Record. 


The bugle blew *“ Halt,“ and then Com 
mence flring.“ He guessed at the distance, 
set his sight, and fired. Thirty secohds were 
allowed before ‘* Cease. firing’’ sounded. 
There were eight halts altogether, and at each 
he had to measure the distance between hi 
sell and the prone figure with his eye. At the 
end he had shot forty times and had thirty-six 
hits to his credit—a score never before 
equaled. It was made in a competition and 
not during a practice run, a fact that makes 
it the more creditable, 

During the continuance of the competition 
expert marksmen will use the Krag-Jorgenson 
repeating rifle side by side with the Springfield 
single shot weapon to see how it compares 
with the old gun. There are men who think 
the new weapon not as effective as the oid, 
which is acknowledged by ali countries to be 
the best single fire gun in the world. Those 
men chosen to shoot with the new weapon were 
competitors in the department shoot just 
closed, who made good scores but who failed 
to get positions on the army team. Lieut. J. 
W. Heard will be in charge of the contingent. 
He won the for revolver 22 this 
year at the rtment contest for the third 
time, but revolver shooting is not taken into 
account in the contest in which representa- 
tives of the whale army take a hand. The 
men will be quertered in tents at the rifle 
range. Gen. Miles will review the troops at 
Fort Sheridan and present the medals to the 
successful competitors.

Flower returned last last night from 
Champaign, where she has been visiting the 
Social Science club, and upon invitation vis- 
iting the State University. She set at 
rest several rumors concerning what it 
was supposed she would do if elected Trustee. 
While at Champaign she became acquairit- 
ed with the excellence of that institution and 
was inclined to be enthusiastic last night over 
its proapects. She was certain that if the 
women of Chicago ana of the State knew of 
the actual character of the university they 
would feel giad to work for its advancement. 

I don’t know why it should be thought 
that if elected Trustee,’ she said, **I would 
wish to interfere with the cenduct of the 
courses of study of the uni- 
versity. I have just deen lookmg 
through the reports of the Trustees to 
discover what their duties were. So far asl 
have become acquainted with them I find 
they pertain largely to the business manage- 
ment of the institution. They make reygorts 
to the State Legislature, secure uppropria- 


tions, provide suitable buildings, appliances, 


etc.

PLANS FOR UNION PAOIFIO SYSTEM. 


Government Directors in the Controlling 
Bo rd Make Their Report. 

New York, Oct. 4.—E. Ellery Anderson, J. 
W. Doane, Joseph Paddock, and Fitzhugh 
Lee, the government directors in the Union 
Pucific railway controllmg oard, today 
made public their last annual report. They 
urge an adjustment of the government in- 
terest in the system and object to the fore.

lien. Instead the directors submit a set of 
suggestions for a reorganization of the com- 
pany founded upon ascertainment of the 
earning power of the whole system and hen 
the issue of a great blanket mortgage of 3 per 
cent 100-year bonds so that the accruing 
interest will not exceed the minimum 
earning power. The present sinking fund is 
to go to prior liens and stockhoiders to be 
retained after an assessment of $10 a share.

Will Be Piped Under the River from 
Wells in Canada, 

Derrorr. Mich., Oct. 4.—[Special. }—Nat- 
ural gas piped under the Detroit River is to be 
supplied to local consumers from the Cana- 
dian wells about Kingsville. The wells be- 
long to the Ontario Natural Gas company, the 
principal owner of whichis Hiram Walker, 
the big distiller, and it has sold as much of its 
product as may be desired to the Interior 
Construction company of Detroit, composed 
of members of the gas company, the latter 
attending to the distribution.

The change from 
the weak pressure and uncectain supply from 
Ohio will resuit in a big increasein consump- 
tion.

THE FREE-SILVER OHIO DEMOCRATS. 

The Democrats of Ohio are obligingly do- 
ing all in their power to make the Republican 
majority in that State larger than it was last 
year when Gov. McKinley was elected. One 
of the planks of the platform adopted by the 
State convention last month reads as follows: 

Wedissent from the President's views, con- 
struction, aud treatment of the silver question, 
and, therefore, believe that silver should be re- 
stored to the posi it occupied as money prior 
to its demonetiza by the Republican party, 
and to that end we favor the unlimited coinage 
of silver at the legal ratio of 16 to 1, with equal 
legal tender power. 

This of itself ought to be enough to make 
every honest- money Democrat in the State 
repudiate the action of a convention which, 
while it called itself Democratic, was merely 
a gathering of Populists. But the Democratic 
State Executive committee has just issued an 
address in which, instead of dodging this free- 
silver plank or trying to tone it down, it is 
made the great issue of the campaign. The 
voters are told not to bother themselves about 


not be another geupral revision of it for years 
to come, but to devote themselves exclusive- 
ly to the task of throwing open the mints to 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 so that the country nray be inundated with 
silver dollars which, not bemg kept at par 
with gold, will have only half the purchasing 
power of the silver dollara which are in circu- 
lation now.

| by one half, with the inevitable result of the 


most terrible convulsion in prices. It says 
that “ taxpayers are compelled to give more 
labor, or the products of more labor, to ob- 
tain these dollars” (meaning the unit of 
value dollars now in force in the United 
States), when the framers of the address 
must know the statement to be grossly un- 
true. Statistics show that in the last forty 
years the average remuneration of labor has 
increased u bout 100 per cent, and that ia the 
twenty years endmg with 1890 it increased 
nearly 50 per cent. Even the Democrats will 
not claim that since their party came into 
power nineteen months ago the wages of 
labor have declined far enough to cancel the 
twenty years’ increase, and if they did they 
ought to be fair enough to attribute the de- 
cline to fears for the outcome of their action 
with regard to the currency and the tariff, not 
to any change during that time in the value 
of the currency unit on the gold basis. 

The address disingenuously claims that all 
State, county, and municipal taxes are fixed 
charges,”’ this statement carrying with it the 
false inference that there would be no in- 
crease in the number of dollars to be paid in 
taxes if the value of the dollar were reducéd 
one-half or more. The writers of that docu- 
ment must know that taxes are not fixed 
charges in this or any other sense of the 
word, being varied from one year to another 
to meet the reul or supposed necessities of the 
case. They say: It business-men could 
only be assured that prices had once touched 
bottom, and that even as low as they are now 
they would remain steady and etable in the 
future, then it might be possible for them to 
conduct their general business on a stable 
footing.” If they believe this, and deem such 
a condition to be essential to the welfare of 
the people, they at once ought to bring all 
possible pressure to bear upon the fool lead- 
ers who are threatening the country with fur- 

ther legislation in the direction of free trade. 
For no unprejudiced observer of the situa- 
tion, be he Republican or Democrat, can 
doubt that the fear of such legislation in the 
near future tends powerfully to prevent a re- 
covery from the depression of the last year 
and a half for which the Democrats solely are 
responsibie.

Stocks are now so low 
that we may expect some commercial improve- 
ment, but that it can last any length of time if 
the present monetary conditions are maintained 
is an absolute impossibility.

Mr. MaeVeagh indorses what Congress has 
done and wants it todo more.

THE GEORGIA ELECTION. 

A prominent Democrat in Georgia, Mr. 
Hugh T. Inman, publicly stated recently that 
he had been called upon to subscribe to “a 
fund to be spent in cuntrolling the negro 
vote for the candidate for Governor. From 
this it appears that in order to make as big a 
showing as possible against the Populist 
vote the Democrats resorted to the expedi- 
ent of purchasing the votes of negroes. 

In some respects this is an improvement 
over past methods in the South. At first the 
Bourbons sought to suppress the colored vot- 
ers by not allowing them to vote and by 
threats and intimidation. When this did not 
succeed and the negroés asserted their right 
to the suffrage under the law then they adopt- 
ed the expedient of killing some of them 
with a view of scaring the others. When 
this failed to work they ullowed them to 
vote and then failea to count their votes, 
which was tantamount to disfranchisement. 
At the election Wednesday last this little game 
would not work because there were too many 
white Populists watching the boxes and guard- 
ing the polls. In this emergency it now ap- 
peare that they substituted buying votes for 
cheating. Even this little game does not 
appear to have worked. The Democratic 
majority has been cut in two just about in 
the middie. In some sections there have 
been tremendous Democratic losses, In 
Fulton County, for instance, in which At- 
lanta is situated, the normal Vemocratic ma- 
jority is 4,000, but the Democratic Guber- 
natorial candidate will be fortunate if he gets 
500. From surface indications it would ap- 
pear that the Democrats have wasted their 
boodle fund, Some negroes may have taken 
the money and not voted at all, and others 
may have taken it and voted for the Populist 
ticket. In any event, either the negroes took 
the money and did as they pleased or they de- 
clined to sell out their votes, for except in a 


few counties in the southern part of the State 


their vote does not appear in evidence. 

If the Democrats do not cast more votes 
next month than they did this Georgia will 
not send a solid Democratic delegation to the 
next House, It appears that the counties in 
Tom Watson's district gave 500 Populist 
majority, and when the full returns are re- 
ceived it may turn out that other districts 
have been carried by the Pops. The indica. 
tions are that the Democrats will have to buy 
colored voters in November also if they want 
to avoid the loss of some Congressmen. 


GRUENHUT’S INCOMPLETE REPORT. 

The City Statistician’ attempts to cheer” 
up the workingmen and give the Democratic 
ticket a boost by announcing that— 

Nearly every industrial institution, big or little, 
in the city is now running full time and with the 
usual force of men. This is in marked contrast 

to the conditions of last year, when most of them 
were not running st all or were operating on half 
time: For over a month I have had men gather- 
ing statistics on this point, and from figures al- 
ready submitted I am satisfied I am justified in 
the statements I have made. There are in Chica- 
go 2,500 factories, which employ an aggregate of 
250,000 persons. Every one of these plants is 
running and, according to figures given by the 
proprietors, is employing the usual force of 
persons. 

He adds a list of firms engaged in making 

hand moldings, in flouring, tanning, 
printing, etc., and gives the number of men 
at work, which is, he says, “the largest force 
that can conveniently be worked.”’ 

That is very well as far as it goes, but there 
are two points regarding which more infor- 
mation is desired. One of them is how the 
wages which these men are receiving now 


{ compare with those they got two years ago. 


The other is how many establishments are 
not running full time with the usual force, 
and consequently how many men have par- 
tial employment or none at all. Nearly 
every industrial institution is rather indef.- 
inite. It may mean that ten establishments 
which used to employ 20,000 men are idle, 
or that twenty shops that used to employ 
2,000 are idle. 

Information on both these points is supplied 
from another quarter. South Chicago is in 
Congressman Aldrich’s district. He has as- 
certained from personal observation and in- 
quiries that —

II it were 
not the de ighted City Statistician ” would 
have dwelt on the fact and made it one of the 
features of his campaign document. He 
would have said tat the Democrats had kept 
their ante-election promises, and that, while 
the prices of goods were lower, wages had not 
fallen. But he did not dare to say that, for 


‘he knew every workingman who might réad 


his report would rise up to deny its truth. 

It is a little strange that the Statistician ” 
did not mention the fact that there were sev- 
eral important establishments at South Chi- 
cago which used to employ a great many men 
which are not running at all or are doing so 
with a decreased force. [t cannot be that he 
is unaware of the fact that South Chicago is a 
part of the city and has been for some years. 
No, he thought he could make a better show- 
ing by statmg that nearly all the factories 
were running with the usual force and omit- 
ting to give the number of men actually out 
of <r or working only half or quar- 

tertime. Perhaps after election he may think 
ifsafe to tell how many there are of them 
and also to what extent the wages of the work- 
ingmen who are at work have suffered. 


HOW DEMOCRATS CONCEAL THE TRUTH. 

Senator Vest said in the speech with which 
he opened the campaign in Missouri: 

I shall not be so disingenuous as to evade the 
fact that the repeal of the Sherman act, which 
authorized the purchase of silver by the govern- 
ment, was accomplished by serious and irritat- 


ing diversity of opinion in both the Republican 


We believed then and 
believe now that no country can be prosper- 
ous with increasing population and decreasing 
money. We were told that the repeal of the Sher- 
man act would bring immediate relief, but the 
clouds have been darker and the business depres- 
sion far greater since the repeal. The New York 
banks were still glutted with money, while the 
continued fallin prices of all commodities caused 
capital to avoid investment for fear of further 
shrinkage. 

Thus, in his opinion, the business pAnic 
which followed the financial one—which was 
due to the fear that the country would drop to 
the silver standard—and also the fall in prices 
and in wages were due simply to the fact that 
while population was increasing money was 
decreasing—that there is less money in the 
country with which to do business than there 
was @ year ago. 

The financial panic was caused by a fear 
that there would be so much silver money 
that it would not be kept at par with gold. 
The business panic which followed was not 
caused by a fear that there would not be more 
silver money in addition to the half a billion 
then in use. That second panic was caused 


by a fear of the consequences of the proposed | 


tariff legislation of Senator Vest’s party. 
That brought down prices and wages, and the 
first step of the Democracy towards free trade 
in the shope of the new tariff law has kept 
them down. 

One consequence of Democratic legislation 
is that a smaller amount of money is needed 
to do the business of the country. The vol- 
ume of exchanges is far less than it was two 
years ago. Prices are lower and the number 
of purchases made is smaller. There are 
more people in the United States today than 
there were two years ago, but the sum total of 
transactions is less now than it was then. 

Thatis one reason why banks are still 
“‘giutted with money.“ The other and the 
chief reason is that no man dare borrow that 
money and use it reproductively on account 
of the fear of a fall in prices, which will fol- 
low inevitably further Democratic assaults on 
protection. No business-man refrains from 
borrowing because he thinks the stuppage of 
a flood of silver doliars will lower prices, He 
is alarmed only when he hears Chairman Wil- 


son and other leading Democrats declaring 


that it is their intention to throw down entire- 
ly the walls which have defended the indus- 
tries of the country and to force every man to 
do business on a falling market for years to 
come, 

If the November elections give the Repub- 
licans the control of the next House every- 
body will know that there will be no change 
in the tariff for two years at least and that 
during that period there will be some degree 
of stability in business, for the ceuntry will 
enjoy the benefit of that amouiſt of protec- 
tion the Democrats have allowed to remain. 
In that event men will grow more venture- 
some and will be more ready to borrow. 

They will have no difficulty about getting 
money. The banks willsupply them gladly 
with all they need, and will still have a great 
deal fur which they will have no demand. 
And whileSenator Vest says the amount of 
money is decreasing, it is increasing all the 
time. The very day he made that statement 
the Director of the Mint reported that the 
gold coinage last month amounted to fifty 
millions and that of silver—mostly subsidiary 
—to eight and three-quarters millions, But 
these additions to tae stock of money will re- 
main idle in bank vaults if the people put it 
in the power of the Democrats to go on with 
their work of throwing down the tariff de- 
fenses and of giving to foreign workingmen 
the employment of which American working- 
men are deprived. 


DEBS’ DISHONEST STATEMENTS. 

The defeated and discredited agitator, Debs, 
turned upata Populist meeting in this city 
night before last. A newspaper report of his 
speech says: 

He took up the records of the old parties and 
charged them with being responsible for the en- 
forced idleness of four millions of men who want- 
ed to work, but could not find employment. It 
was their bad governing which made people go 
hungry and cold when the farmers were com- 
plaining of overproduction and he merchants 
crying out that they could find no puschasers for 
their great stocks of clothing. He said the the- 
ory that this is a government by the people had 
become a theory only. Both parties set ingen- 
ious traps in their platforms to catch the votes 
of the workingman, but when their candidates 
were elected they forgot their election promises 
and wentinto the service of their masters, the 
men who furnished the money to elect them. 


It is true that a great many men are idle. 


Having ceased to be producers, they have 


ceased to be ¢onsumers, and hence it is not 
surprising that merchants can find no pur- 
chasers for their great stocks of clothing and 
other articles. So far Debs tells the truth. 
But he departs from it when he attempts to 
give the reason why so many men are idle. 

He says the two old parties are responsible. 
Whether one is more so than the other in his 
opinion ke does not say. But he omits all 
mention of his own responsibility, There 
were men in his audience who are idle be. 
cause they obeyed his orders and quit working 
for the railroads which had been employing 
them in order to force those roads to stop 
running Pullman cars. Neither the Repub- 
lican nor the Democratic party urged Mr. 
Debs to get up his strike and add to the army 
of the unemployed. 

Nor does Mr. Debs mention the fact that 
two years ago he was asking the workingmen 
to vote the Democratic ticket and telling them 
that if they did so their wages would not be 
smaller, but their expenses would be less, be- 
cause goods would be cheaper. That was one 
of the prophecies Debs made while he was a 
Democrat, and he was one upto the time when 


| — home life; 


more men were idle than are idle now. Last 
October he did not think the Democrats were 
responsible for the enforced idleness of 
millions,” .Hedefended that party and the 
laws it was intending to pass. Debs was 
Democrat in May when the Pullman strike 
began. He was u Democrat when he began 
his own boycott strike. The iniquities of 
Democracy did not dawn upon him until he 
felt the hand of a Federal Marshal on his 
shoulder. The beauties of Populism ani the 
idea that 50-cent silver dollars could set idle 
men at work did not strike him until his little 
insurrection was quelled and he was in jail. 
Debs is a Populist because of his personal 
grievance. He attacks the Democratic party 
because a Democratic administration sup- 
pressed him. He includes the Republican 
party in his indiscriminate condemnation be- 
cause he is still opposed to protection and in 
favor of the low tariff policy of the Demo- 
crats, which has been the great cause of idle- 
ness, though he will not admitit. In the 
course of time, after the Populist party has 
melted away, he will sneak back to the Dem- 
ocrats and begin preaching free trade once 


more, trying to deesive the workingmen as 


he did two years ago when he told them their 
wages would not be reduced in the event of 
Democratic suecess and a lowering of the 
tariff walls. 


Tun receipts of gold at the Denver Mint 
last moiith amounted to $631,746, against 
$215,488 for the corresponding month of 
last year, lacking but a small sum of being a 
trebling of production.

jected into the future. That this is probable 
may be inferred from tke fact that with the 
figures come reports of other big strikes of 
gold fields in the Cripple Creek region, giving 
promise of abundant returns from them be- 
sides the increased activity of output due to 
development of mines in fields previously dis- 
covered and opened.

borax into the brine, overcome this difficulty. 
If the meat was well pickled it would not be 
necessary to change the waterin which it is 
being cooked. Ham should be boiled in the 
eame manner, and, if nessible, she advised her 
hearers to cook the ham whole. The stew is 
the most economical of meats and the roast 
the most expensive; as the best substance of 
the roast is drawn from the meat by the hot 
oven. She told of the manner in which 
the Chinese cooked their roasts, which 
is by utting the roast in a 
hot oven then withdrawmg the fire. A 
pot roast. she said, should be boiled in a little 
water and then putin the oven. In boiling 
any meat or in roastingitno salt or pepper 
should be used until it is placed on tne table. 
The broiling of meat should never be done 
over gas, but when a gas stove is used it 
should be broiled under the fire. The best 
fire for broiling is the charcoal fire, and the 
meat should be broiled with a hot fire.

ASK LAW FOR LLOYDS 


REPORT ON THE PLAN TO THE NEW 
- YORK CHAMBER OF OOMMEROE. 


Action Deferred to Give Lioyds’ Counsel a 
Chance to State Their Side Willing to 
Be Inspected by the State, but Want a 
Separate Department=W. J. Littlejohn 
Replies to Hie Minnesota Critics=—His 
Charge That “Timber Pirates” Set Re- 
cent Fires Incorrectly Reported, 

New Tonk, Oct. 4,—([{Special.]—At the reg- 
ular meeting of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce today the Committee on Insur- 
ance made a report on the Lioyds plan of in- 
surance, Action on the report was deferred 
until the next meeting of the Chamber, as the 
Lloyds“ counsel claimed their side of the 
question had not been fully,considered. The 
committee. reported that while they see no 
reason why the business of fire insurance out- 
side of the compact portions of cities liable to 
sweeping fires could not be conducted 
with the sume safety to the insuring 
public by capable and honest individuals as- 
sociated as members of Lioyds as by the as- 
sociation of such individuals in stock com- 
panies, they could see no reason why individ- 


‘uals assuciated as Lloyds should not be re- 


quired by law to make public statements each 
year as to income, expenditures, assets, lia- 
bilities, and reserves as are now required of 
stock fire insurance companies. The report 
says it is manifestly unfair that the State 
should provide an insurance . —— and 
make other provision for the security of 
insuring public and then collect the whole 
expense for the department from the 
stock companies who collect only a portion of 
the premiums paid by the insuring public. In 
conclusion the committee recommended: 
That the chamber request the islature to 
enact a law which shall subject Lloyds fire 
insurance associations to the same proper 
rules which now apply in the case of stock in- 
surance companies, requiring them to make 
the same reports of condition, assets, liabili- 
ties, income, and expenditures, to hoid the 
same reserves, invested as required by the law 
for insurance companies, for the security of 
those who have running contracts of insur- 
ance, and to pay, pro rata, their burden of 
the taxes now imposed upon all otherg en- 
gaged in the business of fire insurance. The 
general opinion among the substantial 
Lloyds is that it is unconstitutional to 
put them under tho same restrictions as stock 
companies, as they are not corporations. 
While many Lloyds believe they shouid be 
inspected and examined by the State they de- 
1 it should be done by a separate 2 * 
ment from the one that * charge o 
stock companies. This will be the Lloyds 
plea at the next meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce, when every member will come 
ready to vote upon the report of the Insur- 
ance committee, 

Clarence Schenck, the Newark manager of 
the Metropolitan Lioyds, has been arrested 
for violating the New Jersey insurance laws, 
as he was placing fire insurance in that State 
without permission from the authorities. The 
attorneys of the Metropolitan Lloyds here 
say they intend to make Schenck’s arrest a 
test case as to whether the Lioyds can doa 
fire insurance business or not in New Jersey. 


LITTLEJOHN TO MINNESOTA CRITICS. 


His Charges About Timber Pirates” In- 
: correctly Reported. 

W. J. Littlejohn, Westérn Manager of the 
North British and Mercantile, and the newly- 
elected President of the Fire Underwriters’ 
Association of the Northwest, in his paper be- 
fore the association meeting last week, made 
statements regarding the recent lumber fires 
in the Northwest which have brought upon 
his head the combined anathemas of half the 
lumbermen in that district. | Mr, Littlejohn 


said this: 

The recent forest fires are 8 to incendi- 
arles. Timber pirates. who have 9 
millions of 92 worth of lamber onging 

to the State. in trying to cover up their stealings 
—— the State officials who. as a commntarian, 
tiave been investigating the frauds 
State, have fired the pine toppings, un 3 
und stumps so as to make it impossible to ob- 
tain a correct meastrement of the stumpage, 
thereby leave no basis for suits which the State 
might bring against them. 


When the reports appeared in certain 


to timber kings and timber 

arons, and a howl went up which was re- 
flected in Minnesota newspapers. Mr. Little- 
john does not like to be misrepresented, He 
said yesterday: 

Had my remarks been correctly printed in all 
the papers. as they were in Tue Trreunsg, the at- 
tacks made upon me by one or two of the lumber- 
men would have led me to believe the shoe must 
have fitted these gentlemen perfectly, but when 
it is known I did not at that time nor subsequent, 
“lumber kings ” 
then it resolves itself into a question of explana- 
tion, and I tnink it is due to the lumbermen to 
set the matter right. 

From investigations made by special agents 
and adjusters of the insurance companies and 
from newspaper accounts 1 felt and feel — 
in charging some of the recent fires, at least, to 
timber pirates, though not to “ lumber kings. 
I have too high a regard for the integrity of the 
better class of lumbermen and have too many 
friends among the officers of companies and the 
owners of lumber property to accuse them as a 
whole or any one of them with willfully destroy- 
ing any property or that they should be guilty of 
fraud in any manner, but I. o think the evidence 
goes largely to show that timber pirates or 
thieves have started fires which have eventually 
2 in the loss of life and property. 

ak more particularly of investigations in 
the | tate of Minnesota. In t State a commis- 
sion was appointed by the State Senate to in- 
vestigate fraudsin the cutting of pine from the 
school lands belonging tothe State. Members 
of the committee have stated that. large frauds 
have been discovered, and that their intention 
was to investigate fully as tothe origin of the 
fires which resulted in the loss of property to the 
Counties of Pine, Kanabec, Carlton, and perhaps 
others in the pine belt. 

I quote from Tux Tersune of Sept. 8 referring 
to the subject under the title, “The Crime ofa 
Century In one of the chief hotels in St. 
Cloud yesterday ascout, employed by the com- 
mission to ferret out cases of lumber thieving, 
declared he had secured sworn evidence that 
millions of feet of lumber had been stolen, and 
that as soon as it had been cut the workmen had 
been instructed to burn the ground over and to 
make a good clean job of it. Quoting further 
from a newspaper: “An employé of the 
commission has stated that in one 
where evidence had been 8e- 
cured against a certain firm, the firm had offered 
to settle at $28,000. but the lumber stolen was 
worth at least $500,000, though now all figures 
as to its value were pute conjecture, the entire 
2 having been burned over. State Sena- 
tor W. 5. Dedon, a member of the commission, 
said the commission’s report would reveal some 
facts calculated to astonish the country. One 
firm that has cut overa whole section of land 
settled with the State on a basis of only 674,000 
feet. while the commission’s scale from the 
stumps shows that over 7.000.000 feet were act- 
ually cut. He further stated the next report of 
the commission to the Legislature would show a 
large amount of corruption, and that it would 
not deal in glittering generalities, but in cold, 
hard facts.’ 

Now, the better class of lumbermen, and that 
embraces all of the reputable lumber companies 
and firms, are as anxious to ferret out and pun- 
ish these pirates as any class of + ge abiding 
citizens, and one of the pers said the one 
thing that strengthens the belief famong lumber- 
mon that the pirates are responsibie for the 
fires is the fact that, except at the great fires 
along the Prestigo River in 1871, these fires have 
only swept the Northern States in the last three 
or four years, and it is only within that time that 
serious complaints against the promiscuous cut- 
ting of timber have been made. Lumbermen 
point significantly to the fact that in the dense 
pine woods of the South no fires such as 
those which have devastated the North have 
occured, and in that country the ground is cover- 
ed to the depth of.twe)ve inches or more with de- 
caying pine needles. Another paper rtated very 

that such firms as e Brennan 
„ O'Brien Bros., John Cath- 
gore, O'Niel Bros. and Jacob Bean of Stillwater, 
St. John of the Marine Mills, all of whom 
are heavy losers by the forest fires, give their

INSOLVENT A MONTH BEFORE IT FAILED 


Evidence Against Banker Day in the 
Piankinton Case at Milwaukee. 

Mrowavxer, Wis., Oct. 4.—[Special. ]—The 
Piankinton Bank was insolvent for at least 
one month previous to the time it closed its 
doors last year, and Frederick T. Day, Pres- 
ident of the defunct concern, paid for much 
of the stock which he held in the institution 
in checks on his overdrawn account at the 
bank. This is what the evidence today in 
the preliminary hearing of Day tended to 
prove. 

Expert Accountant William Burke testified 
that in his opinion the bank was insolvent for 
a month previous to the time it closed its 
doors. He produced a schedule of the assets 
and liabilities of the bank at the time it 
failed which sLowed the liabilities amounted 
to $1,080,867, and the actual value of the 
assets did not exceed $306,997, showing 
the bank to have been insolvent at 
that time by 577,870. Mr. Burke 
entered into a long explanation 
of the character of the accounts showing the 
large accounts were worth little and in some 
instances were worthless. Dav's overdra wn 
account of $306,000 he valued at $150,000. 
As it was shown that Day was in debt to the 
bank ever since he became connected with it 
in 1886, the effort of District-Attorney Ham- 
mel to prove by the testimony of ex-Cashier 
Momsen that Mr. Day paid for a large por- 
tion of the almost controlling interest which 
he had in the bank in checks on his personal 
and overdrawn account in the bank produced 
a W 

A. E. Fletcher, who is straightening out the 
affairs of the bank for Assignee Plankinton, 
said he thought the Day collateral in the 
hands of the assignee was worth 90 cents on 
the dollar. District-Attorney Hammel said it 
was worth about nine cents en the dollar.
